A Poor Fellow Whose Merriment >Vus 
Joined »ith Melancholy. 

Kalpistri, who committed suicide in 
Paris the other day, was a pupil of De- 
bureau, the greatest pantoinimist that 
everappeared on the Frenc h stage. Kal- 
pistri's great character was the Pierrot, 
or white-faced clown of French pan torn- 
ime. "Nobody knows what that whitt- 
ned face really met.ns," he told a French 
journalist one day. " It is death, whose 
pale mask reflects the emotions more 
quickly and completely than the living 
face. The slightest wrinkle or contrac- 
tion of the features hns a world of mean- 
ing. The most trilling change in ti e 
disposition of a dead man's features has 
a more poignant signification than the 
most violent grimace of the living. Pier- 
rot has the face of the dead. If he 
whitens it, it is that the slightest play of 
feature may excite in the violent emotion 
that watching the contraction of a deud 
man's features gives us. If our impress- 
ions are more violent it is because Pier- 
rot is death— laughing, crying or sur- 
prised ; that is, not the ordinary death's 
iiead, with its deshlcss skull, eyeless 
sockets and meaningless grin, but the 
head of death the moment alter tho soul 
has taken flight.
